United Auto Workers announced

The new contract will run for 
an unprecedented five years. It 
provides $100 monthly pensions, 
including federal social security 
benefits, and pensions will in- 
crease if Congress increases Gov- 
ernment benefits to those 65 years 
of age or more. 

Vice President Harry Anderson 
of General Motors said the agree- 
ments was “historical in labor- 
management relations.” Walter 
Reuther, UAW president, called 
it “the most significant and con- 
structive step taken in any mass 
production industry since the 
founding of the CIO.” 

4-Cent Pay Rise Each Year. 

A 4-cents-an-hour wage increase 
for each of the five years is guar- 
anteed. 

The new contract surprisingly 
calls for continuation of a cost-of- 
living formula, which the UAW- 
CIO had said it would seek to 
scrap. :

Relations subcommittee investi- 


gating McCarthy’s charges. 

1946 Inquiry Secrecy Lifted. 

It came before the whole House 
late yesterday when Representa- 
tive Hobbs Dem.), Alabama, 
threw aside the official secrecy 
which has shrouded congressional 
hearings on the case since 1946. 
Hobbs was chairman of the inves- 
tigating committee in 1946 at 
which time, he said, none of the 
material brought to its attention 
appeared significant. 

Hobbs told the House he now 
believes there was a connection 
between the now-defunct maga- 
zine Amerasia and Russia. 

Six persons were arrested in 
the Amerasia case in 1945 on 
charges of illegal possession of 
Government documents.

Service and Emmanuel Sigurd 
Larsen, State Department em- 
ployes, and Mark J. Gayn, a maga- 
zine writer of New York City and 
a former St. Louisan. 

Of the six; only Jaffe, Larsen 
and Roth were indicted. Jaffe 
was fined $2500 and Larsen $500. 
The case against Roth was 
dropped.

Hobbs Produces Transcript. 

Hobbs told the House he was 
speaking out now in answer to 
“a large number of unwar- 
ranted statements which won't 
bear the light of day.” 

In declaring he believes there 
was a connection between Amer- 
asia and Russia, Hobbs did not 
elaborate. He made the com- 
plete transcript of the House in- 
vestigation a matter of public 
record for the first time by throw- 
ing on the table a thick file of 
photographed typewritten pages. 
The transcript was placed in the 
Congressional Record. 

“This is the sealed record of 
the Amerasia hearing,” Hobbs 
said. 

The transcript 
among other things, that some 
in the Navy suspected Lt. Roth 
of being a “fellow traveler.”

After his retirement, he will 
serve as professor emeritus of his- 
tory and is expected to devote 
much of his time to writing books.

UP AT SCHOOLS 


Old Glory will continue to Wale 
over St. Louis public school 
grounds, but from safer, lighter, 
lower poles, it was announced to- 
day by the office of V. Harry 


Rhodes, commissioner of school 


buildings. Sixty-five 15-foot poles 
made of aluminum have been in- 
stalled thus far. 

The light-weight standards, 
which are removable and fit into 
a metal sleeve, are replacing the 
old-style poles, 60 feet in height 
and made of iron.

WASHINGTON, May 23 


The text of the State Department's announcement of a United 
States note demanding that Russia dissolve the East German 
police force: 


OLLOWING is the text of a note presented to the Soviet Foreign 
Office in Moscow today by the American Ambassador. The 


accompanying data is for the information of the press and was 
not part of the note given to the Soviets. The decision to make 
this protest results from the recent London conference of Foreign 
Ministers of the United States, United Kingdom and France. 


J have the honor to express 
to you the United States Govern- 
ment's grave concern at a de- 
velopment in Eastern Germany 
which is already known to the 
Government of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 


“There has been created in the 
part of Germany that is subject 
to Soviet control a police force 
which has, by reason of its mili- 
tary training and equipment, the 
character of an army. This or- 
ganization is called the Main Ad- 
ministration for Training (Haupt- 
verwaltung Fuer Ausbildung), and 
it amounts to about 50,000 men. 
It is not an ordinary police force, 
and it does not have ordinary po- 
lice duties. It receives basic in- 
fantry, artillery, and armored 
training and is equipped with 
military weapons, including ma- 
chine guns, Howitzers, anti-air- 
craft cannon, mortars, and tanks. 
It must be regarded, therefore, as 
a military force. 

Agreements Recalled. 


“The Soviet Union has many 
times expressed its adherence to 
the principle of the complete dis- 
armament and demilitarization of 
Germany. In particular, you will 
recall the following international 
agreements to which the Soviet 
Government was a party: 

“A. Joint report of February 11, 
1945, following the Anglo-Soviet- 
American conference in the 
Crimea: 

“It is our inflexible purpose 
to destroy German militarism and 
Nazism and to insure that Ger- 
many will never again be able to 
disturb the peace of the world. 
We are determined to disarm and 
disband all German armed forces; 
break up for all time the German 
General Staff that has repeatedly 
contrived the resurgence of Ger- 
man militarism; remove or de- 
stroy all German military equip- 
ment; ee 

„B. Declaration regarding the 
defeat of Germany and the as- 
sumption of supreme authority by 
the Allied powers, signed by Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, Marshal Zhukov, 
Field Marshal Montgomery and 
General Tassigny on behalf of 
their respective governments on 
June 5, 1945: 

“*The four Allied Governments 
will take such steps, including 
the complete disarmament and 
demilitarization of Germany, as 
they deem requisite for future 
peace and security.’ 

„C. Joint report of August 2, 
1945, following the Anglo-Soviet- 
American conference in Berlin 
(Potsdam): 

. The purposes of the occu- 
pation of Germany by which the 
Control Council shall be guided 


are: 
The complete disarma- 
ment and demilitarization of Ger- 
many... to these ends: (A) All 
German land, naval and air forces 
„ and all other military and 
quasi-military organizations . 


ments that the Government of 
the Soviet Union is committed 
unequivocably to the principle 
that Germany will be demilita- 
rized, that her military forces will 
be completely and finally abol- 
ished, and that no revival of Ger- 
man military activities will be al- 
lowed. The British, French and 
American Governments were also 
parties to these agreements and 
are equally committed to the 


same principle. They have, ac- 
cordingly, taken effective steps 


to prevent any form of rearma- 
ment or remilitarization in their 
zones of n. The Soviet 
Union, on the other hand, has 
directly violated all these agree- 


ments. The establishment of a 


military force, or militarized po- 
lice, in Eastern Germany could 
not have been accomplished with- 
out the deliberate approval of the 
Soviet Government, and it is an 
action squarely in opposition to 
the efforts being made by the 
United States and other nations 
to create a stable and lasting 
peace, 

“Representatives of the Soviet 
Government here, have on nu- 
merous occasions, spoken of the 
Soviet Government’s desire for 
peace. Such verbal protesta- 
tions, however, can hardly be 
expected to receive credence 
among the free peoples of the 
world when the Soviet Govern- 
ment is simultaneously creating 
a military force of considerable 
size and strength in Germany 
in violation of its solemn inter- 
‘national commitments. By this 
and other like actions, the So- 
viet Government has destroyed 
world confidence in the sincer- 
ity of its promises and has cre- 
ated throughout the world wide- 
spread doubt as to its pacific 
intentions. If the Soviet Govern- 
ment wishes to restore in some 
measure international confi- 
dence in its alleged attachment 
to peace, it cannot fail to dis- 
solve immediately the militar- 
ized units which it has set up 
in Eastern Germany.” 

DATA ON EAST GER MAN 

PARA-MILITARY POLICE. 


The Soviets have created, in 
the east zone of Germany, a mili- 
tary force of between forty and 
fifty thousand men. This force 
is composed of thirty-nine bere- 
itchaften (alert units) to train en- 
listed personnel and at least 11 
Officer training schools. The 
force is armed with standard 
German infantry weapons, but its 
military capabilities are at pres- 
ent negligible. -However, in the 
future it could form the nucleus 
of a new Germany army or an 
internal security force to main- 
tain Communist control. The 
creation of such an organization 
is in direct contravention to vari- 
ous international agreements to 
which the Soviet Union is a party.

HUMUS AND THE FARMER, by Friend Sykes. (Rodale 

Press, Emmaus, Pa., $4.50.) 

It seems to me that to understand the 
significance of this book, one must place 
it against a broader background of agri- 
cultural knowledge. There is, first, more 
interest today in the great business of 
feeding the world than at any time in 
history. At such a time, all sorts of con- 
troversies arise, which by and large are a 
healthy sign. These deal with problems 
of politics, economics, philosophy and 
techniques of farming; with the last’ of 
which the present volume is concerned. 


Friend Sykes is an Englishman and an 
organic farmer of the same school as Sir 
Albert Howard. He does not believe in 
the use of artificial fertilizers; and his 
reasons for this are set forth clearly and 
forcefully. Unfortunately, like most prac- 
tical farmers, he can only point to results 
in the form of the quality of his yields 
and the health of his livestock when the 
scientist says, “You have not proved the 
theories which you draw from your prac- 
tice.” Sykes admits this and asks the 
scientists to give the organic theory the 
same laboratory and field tests they give 
to quantity yields which he claims are 
their main objectives.

Our Danger Is Greater Than We Think 


F the past 
the future will be lost. 


Anyone who looks candidly at 
the record of recent months in 
this country must see how large 
a part of our energies have gone 
into the quarrel between past and 
present. In its most virulent and 
vicious form, this is McCarthyism. 


At the same time, one who ex- 
amines candidly the trend of 
events can hardly fail to see that 
the present is a time of danger 
at least as great as June of 1940. 
The timetable is not as advanced. 
But it is the potentiality of dis- 


aster and destruction that weighs 


so heavily at this hour. 


What Should Be Done? 


Yet even as we realize this, 
we must also know that we are 
doing far too little to avert it. 
We are doing too little to pre- 
serve the peace, if it can be pre- 


served. And certainly we are do- 


ing too little to win a war if 
finally it does come. 


Returning from the foreign 
ministers’ conference, Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson can have 
a sense of accomplishment. De- 
cisions were taken at that confer- 
ence that can mean much for the 
future security of the West. But 
they will be meaningful only if 
there is much, much greater ac- 
tion here, first, to convince the 
peoples of the world that we want 
peace and, second, that we intend 
to win the war should the worst 
come to the worst. 


In the press here at home the 
observance of Armed Forces day, 
with its display of military 
strength and speeches by Defense 
Department officials, seemed to 
obscure the significance of the 
conference in London.

Always in the past we have 
gone blandly and sometimes 
blindly on until events caught up 
with us. Then, under the shock 
of events, we rallied our forces. 
As Symington has said, we are 
not likely again to be allowed that 
rallying period. 


The American people are being 
told something less than the facts 
of present day life, and they sense 
it. Documents are classified sec- 
ret that should be on the front 
pages of every newspaper. It was 
not mere hysteria that caused the 
residents of South Amboy to run 
into the streets in the belief that 
an atonfic explosion had occurred. 
That could be an infinitely small 
rehearsal for things to come. 

For reasons political and other- 
wise, a kind of conspiracy of wish- 
ful optimism prevails in Wash- 
ington. That cheerful conspiracy, 
holding to the comfortable prece- 
dents of the past, may well be 
the greatest peril to the existence 
of this republic.

At some time in the 
future, they should, however, be 
capable of (I) providing a cadre 
for an expanded German army or 
(Il) acting as a small, relatively 
welltrained militia to suppress in- 
ternal disorder and maintain 
Communist-Soviet control. 

The 11 schools of the Mauptver-

In addition to in- 
fantry, artillery, signal and arm- 
ored schools, there is a a school 
for future poli-kultur officers (of- 
ficers responsible for proper po- 
litical indoctrination of personnel;

Communications Set Up.

Exercise for the Back 
By John Robert Powers 


HE worst part of unwanted 
T extra pounds is their un- 

pleasant habit of showing up 
in the most noticeable places, as 
many a woman will unhappily 
discover when she dons her first 
backless dress this summer. Su- 
perfluous poundage across the 
back and shoulders will come 
right out into the limelight with 
the revealing current fashions. 


This is a figure fault that any 
woman particularly hates to find 
reflected in her mirror, because 
it’s aging in its effect. Check 
now, while there’s still time to 
get over the hump before sum- 
mertime if you get busy right 
away. Because your ordinary ac- 
tivities find little work for the 
muscles in this area to do, it’s up 
to you to give them extra assign- 
ments. Here are two very good 
ones: 


1. Sit cross-legged on the 
floor with your hips pressed 
against a wall. Place your arms 
at shoulder level against the wall. 
Keeping your elbows straight, 
slide your arms up the wall until 
your hands touch each other 
above your head. Do this slowly, 
pressing your arms and back 
firmly into the wall. Now, come 
slowly back to your starting po- 
sition. Repeat 20 times the first 
day and gradually increase to 50 
times daily. 


2. Sit on the floor with your 
arms raised out to the sides at 
shoulder level. Bend your elbows 
so the tips of your middle fingers 
just touch in front of your chest. 
Now, very slowly, pull your el- 
bows straight back as far as you 
possibly can and hold for a count 
of five. Come back to starting 
position and repeat four times. 


Then, lower your hands to waist 
level and proceed as above. Try 


to work up to sixteen back-pulls 
at both levels in two weeks. 

For this figure problem, exer- 
cise alone cannot perform the full 
job. You must check your pos- 
ture daily; avoid slumping at all 
times. If you find your shoul- 
ders creep forward in spite of 
your vigilance, rotate them two or 
three times and let them fall re- 
laxed in their naturally correct 
position. 

If you can, get some vigorous 
outdoor exercise, such as golf, 
tennis and swimming, which call 
your shoulders into play. Get 
started and keep it up!

YOUNGSTOWN, O., May 23. 
IS name is Jasper Joseph 


call him “Fats.” 


On New Year’s eve 1947, just 
before the present reform admin- 
istration asked me to come here 
from Erie, Pa., with orders to 
clean house, “Fats” got into a live- 


out. It got to be quite an argu- 
ment and “Fats” pulled out his 
gun and fired it. 

Later on he said he didn't rally 

fire the gun. It just dropped ac- 
cidentally. What do you suppose 
the retiring Mayor said about 
that? He said that could happen 
to anybody. That’s the way things 
were in these parts before young 
Charles (Chuck) Henderson sat 
down in the Mayor's chair at City 
Hall. — 
“Fats” is really a friendly fel- 
low. I still see him downtown 
now and then and he says, “Hello, 
chief. How are you, chief?” He 
is a lot friendlier now than he 
was when we first spoiled his 
business and he told me: “Chief, 
I'll be around a lot longer than 
you will.” 

Sometimes it looked as if he 
was going to be right. There have 
been two suits filed to have me 
ousted from office. They claimed 
I should have been a voter in 
Ohio for a year before taking of- 
fice and that I should have taken 
a civil service examination. No 
chief ahead of me had ever taken 
one. One lawsuit finally. went 
before the State Supreme Court, 
and we won. There was quite a 
bit of interest in the case. Among 
the most attentive spectators were 
the bookmakers and the race wire 
men who had suddenly run into 
lean times. 

“Fats” Aiello was among the 
more gregarious boys in the 
crowd. We had some talks, and 

me a statement 


finally he gave 
in which he said, among other 
interesting things: * 


“I am a gambler by profession 
and inclination. Up until January 
1948, Joseph Di Carlo, Dominic 
(Moosie) Caputo and I were equal 
sharing partners with several. of 
the local bookmakers. We three 
took 50 per cent of the monthly 
profits from each of six or seven 
betting rooms. 

“I think I listed from $15,000 to 
$16,000 as my income from these 
horse books for 1947. That means 
Di Carlo and Caputo must have 
listed.the same amounts, as we 
were equal partners. These part- 
nerships began not over two years 
ago and lasted until the present 
administration ordered them 
closed. In each horse room my 


two partners and I had at least 


ohe e to watch for out 
end of it. * ie 


HIS, then, was the muscle“ 

worked by Joe Di Carlo, the 

gambling boss. It was the 
same “muscle” the local bookies 
were crying in their beer about. 
“Fats” told the story cheerfully, 
as if to say: “What are you going 
to do about it?” 

I had “Fats” arrested under our 
“suspicious persons” ordinance 
which makes it illegal for anyone 
to make a living by illicit means 
and practices. Of course it is il- 
legal to make a by gam- 
bling in Ohio, just as it is against 
the law almost anywhere else in 
the United States. In view of 
what happened later it is worth 
noting that the maximum sen- 
tence Aiello could get under the 
“suspicious persons” ordinance 
was 30 days or a fine of $100. 

Three lawyers appeared for 
“Fats” in munici court and 
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JASPER JOSEPH AIELLO,

argued that the ordinance was un- 
constitutional. Winter came and 


everybody went to Florida. First

It got to be 1949, 
a trial date was set two or three 
times, but it was election year and 
“Fats” failed to show up. Then 
the attorneys quſt the case and 
after that the defendant disap- 
peared from town. 5 


He returned right after the 
election, saying that “I didn't 
want to make myself a political 
issue.” It was rumored that he 
was sent out of the city by the 
reform mayor’s political opposi- 
tion, the same men who at about 
the same time traveled to Erie, 
my home town, to try and dig up 
some scandal about me. I told 
them I could give them personally 
more than they would find, in- 
cluding the age at which I started 


smoking and when I first peeked 


through pool ‘oom windows. 
<2 * 
HAT made them pretty mad, 
TW I guess they were even 
madder when they got back 
from Erie. I never heard whether 
they learned anything intriguing. 


On November 23, 1949 “Fats” 
was convicted and sentenced to 
30 days in jail. He appealed and 
the appelate eburt recently re- 
versed the local court’s ruling. It 
said the ordinance was unconsti- 
tutional because it was passed a 
generation ago hy the city council 
as an emergency measure and 
the good council failed to define 
what the emergency was. We have 
now appealed the case to the 
State Supreme Court. 


I think the story of “Fats” is 
significant because it shows, as I 


told the senators now investigat- 


ing nation-wide gambling when I 
testified before their subcommit- 
tee last month, that police are 
powerless where the laws are in- 
adequate and some courts won’t 
even be tough about enforcing the 
statutes you have to work with. 


So the bookies and their boss 
slipped through our fingers and 
moved into adjoining Mahoning 
county where the authorities have 
made some token raids, the courts 
have dished out a few $50 or $100 
fines, but that is about all. 


If we couldn't put the gamblers 
behind bars we could at least 
make it tough for them to op- 
erate. In fact, we made it so 
tough for them that there are 
none within the city limits and 
the state-wide race wire service 
that serviced Cleveland and other 
— cities has moved to Steuben-
